References Cited 

1 . Park (US 6,441 ,478 B2) shows a structure of a semiconductor package having a 
plurality of metal-pattern and dam connected between the metal pattern and a 
semiconductor chip 30. However, Park fails to teach connecting the metal-patterns to 
each corresponding main chip pad on the main chip; forming a bump on each sub chip 
pad of sub semiconductor chip; adhering' the sub semiconductor chip to the main 
semiconductor chip by adhering the bump to each corresponding electrode; forming a 
dam on the main semiconductor chip in a shape surrounding inner electrodes except for 
outer electrodes on the outmost region of the main semiconductor chip and then, filling 
up the inside thereof with filling materials and adhering solder balls to the outmost 
electrodes. The references of interest are cited: similar to Park are Ahmad et al. (US 
5,790,384),Moore et al. (US 5,120,678), Suzuki (US 6,379,996 B1), Tang et al. (US 
6,400,036 B1), and Tsai et al. (US 6,391,682 81). 

2. Claims 10-20 are allowed.
